vault contained $30,000 in cash, but 
this was not touched.

Worse Than Sodom. 


The third party committee of twenty- 


five, appointed to select a committee to 
name a ticket, because they were afraid 
the people could not be trusted, have 
failed to name a man for alderman in 
the Fifth ward. The reason assigned is 
that there is but one man in the ward 
fit for the office and he, being a Repub- 
lican, refused to allow them to use his 
name. The civilization of the Fifth 
ward according to the measure of the 
twenty-five, is to be denied representa- 
tion in the city council. 
According 


to this standard, if the civilization of 
the other wards were as bad as that 
in the Fifth ward, they would not 
try to reform it. They would not even 
make nominations. They would aban- 
don municipal government altogether, 
and let anarchy reign supreme. They 
say, "nominate only good men," and they 
could not find a good man in the region 
of that great ward. They don't oven 
propose to use the best material they 
could find. They abandoned a civiliza- 
tion that according to their notion needs 
more government than any other part of 
the city. This is reform, is it? God 
managed to find some people in Sodom 
whose defective conduct would have dis- 
qualified any of them for alderman, ac- 
cording to the views of the 25; but the 
modern reformer would have abandoned 
all the denizens of Sodom as they have 
abandoned the denizens of the Fifth 
ward. 


One State's Battle Flags. 


The reconstruction of the Massachu- 


setts state house at Boston has made it 
necessary to remove from the Washing- 
ton niche in Doric Hall the collection of 
battle flags, which was one of the show 
features of the capitol. The tablet on 
which is inscribed the peroration of Gov. 
Andrews' speech on the occasion of the 
return of the flags from the front will 
also be taken down. Temporarily the 
collection is to be placed in a fire-proof 
room in the extension, but ultimately, 
no doubt, the flags will find a resting 
place in a suitable memorial hall. Ohas. 
O. Baton, who manufactured them and 
knows their history, is looking after the 
work of removing them. There are 303 
flags in the collection, representing the 
colors of the infantry, cavalry, and light 
and heavy artillery. On one occasion 
only has an ensign been taken from the 
Washington niche, and that was at the 
time of the burial of Sergeant Thomas 
Plunkett, of Worcester, when the colors 
of the 21st regiment, which were stained 
with the blood that he had shed in de- 
fending them.were carried in the funeral 
procession. It is a singular thing that 
on the day of Gen. Grant's burial in 
1885, eighty of the flags in the niche fell 
to the floor while the minute-guns were 
being fired in honor of the great com- 
mander.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON-, Feb. 28.—The senate 


began yesterday the last week of the 
fifty-third congress with the considera- 
tion of the great appropriation bill to 
provide for the sundry civil expenses 
of the government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1696. Behind it, as 
yet untouched by the senate, were the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill, the naval appropria- 
tion bill and the deficiency bill, while 
seven other appropriation bills—pen- 
Bions, fortifications, diplomatic 
and 


consular, district of Columbia, post 
office and Indian, were still in the 
hands of conference committees. 


The sundry civil bill covers 138 


printed pages, and when the senate 
took a recess till 8 p. m. it had dis- 
posed of about one-fourth of the bill, 
or thirty-two pages. No less than four 
hours' time was occupied in the dis- 
cussion of the amendment reported 
from the committee on appropriations 
to acquire for the government Mrs. 
Blaine's interest in the Elaine prop- 
erty on Lafayette square, Washing- 
ton, paying- $150,000 for it, besides an 
indefinite amount for the cancellation 
of the lease, estimated at £30,000, but 
stated by the opponents of the meas- 
ure at an amount equal to the pur- 
chase money. 


Amendments requiring "a complete 


and perfect title, and a fee simple 
title," were voted down, and finally 
the committee amendment, slightly 
modified, was agreed to: Yeas, 31; 
nays, 25. 


An amendment was also agreed to 


for the purchase of sites for public 
buildings at the capitals of Wyoming, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Idaho 
and Washington—the cost of none of 
the buildings to exceed, including site, 
8120,000. 


HOUSE. 


Some filibustering in aid of the ef- 


fort to defeat the provision in the gen- 
eral deficiency appropriation bill for 
an extra month's salary for all em- 
ployes of the house, including clerks 
to members, was indulged in yester- 
day after the bill had been reported to 
the house. But the efforts were futile, 
and by a vote of 125 to 75, a motion to 
recommit the bill was defeated, and it 
was passed—145 to 91. 


The principal item under discussion 


in committee of the whole was the 
amendment offered by Mr. Breckin- 
ridge (dem., Ky.), in charge of the 
bill, to appropriate $425,000 to carry 
out the agreement made by Secretary 
Gresham and Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British ambassaor last August, to pav 
the British government for the claims 
made on acco unt of seizures and warn- 
ings of vessels engaged in the fur seal 
traffic. The com mittee on appropria- 
tions, by at tie, refused to incorporate 
the item in the bill to be reported to 
the house. It 
was advocated by 


Messrs. Breckinridge, McCreary (dem., 
Ky.) and Hooker (dem., Miss.), and op- 
posed by Messrs. Cannon (rep, 111.), 
Hitt (rep., 111.) and Henderson (rep., 
la.). 


In committee of the whole the 


amendment was agreed to by a small 
majority, but in the house, on a call of 
the yeas and nays, it was defeated— 
143 to 112. 


The conference report on the post 


office appropriation bill, an agreement 
on all but one unimportant item, was 
adopted by the house, the matter in 
dispute going over until to-day for ac- 
tion. As agreed upon, the bill carries 
a total appropriation for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1896, of 889,545,998. 


EVENING WES8IOK. 


The night session lasted three hours, 


and the remainder of the sundry civil 
bill was disposed of down to the 
page before the 
end. There the

"LEDGER B" OF THE YEAR 1874 


Expected to Disclose Some- Crooked Work 


In the Standard Oil Co. 


BBOOKLTN, Feb. 28.—Justice Gaynor, 


in the supreme court yesterday morn- 
ing, decided that the Standard Oil Co. 
must produce for the inspection, of the 
court and of Lawyer WaUe "Ledp-er 
B"1 of the year 1874. Mr. Wahle repre- 
sents Mrs. Caroline E. Girty in her 
suit brought against the company to 
compel it to turn over two pieces of 
property worth about 8100,000, which 
she says she transferred to the com- 
pany under duress twelve years ago. 
She says the ledger- will disclose facts 
that will corroborate startling state- 
ments made in memorandum left by 
her husband, who is now dead. 


Mr. Girty was cashier of the com- 
pany in its Cleveland works. He was 
charged with embezzling about 8280,- 
000 of the company's funds. To save 
him from prosecution Mrs. Girty trans- 
ferred the property to the company. 


Now Mrs. Girty claims that her hus- 


band was not an embezzler but that he 
was made a scapegoat for others higher 
up in the company. Ledger B, she 
mrere, will help to prove this fact. 
She has produced a memorandum of 
her husband's in which he says that 
8157,970.43 in government bonds were 
stolen, and that the stockholders re- 
ceived no benefit therefrom.

A POINT TO REMEMBEB. 


Persons Having Gross Incomes 


Amounting to $3,50O Must 


Make Returns. 


Persons having an income of $3,5<X 


during the year are required to make 
returns to the Collector of Internal 
revenue. That people generally koow. 
But many have been in doubt whether 
$3,500 net or $3,500 gross income is 
meant, and the difference between 
these two interpretations may be of 
serious importance. Deputy Collector 
Heffernan of Champaign was unable 
to answer this question, which was 
frequently propounded to him. and eo he 
submitted it to Collector Wilcox, at 
Springfield, and he propounded it to the 
revenue department at Washington, and 
now the response comes back officially. 
It means that any and all citizens who 
know themselves to have a gross income 
amounting to $3500 must make the re- 
turn statement required by law in refer 
ence thereto, to the collector at Spring 
field, on or before March 4. Many peo- 
ple will be liable to be caught in damage 
suits on this single point,and Mr. Heffer- 
nan will immediately get out an explan- 
atory circular to help steer them out ol 
the danger.

who lies here in death. To repeat his 
biography would be a waste of time 
after it has been eo well and ably told 
by the daily press. A man whose name

room 


was once examining some telescopic 
views of 
the 
moon. 
Ho 
noticed 
that in the views of the full moon the 
mountain slopes were dull and poorly 
defined, whiie in those of the third aac 
last quarters they increased in bright- 
ness and stood out glowing with bril- 
liancy. He spoke to the picture dealer 
of the difference. "Oh, yes," said he 
"when we get into the last quarter the 
lights are very differently arranged." 


In this life we have an illustration ol 
that fact. In the first quarter we have 
the ordinary average life of the boy ol 
fifty years ago. Born in poverty, cradled 
in obscurity, inured to toil, without the 
educational advantages ot the present 
day, but surrounded by and possessed 
of the cardinal virtues of that day, hon- 
esty, frugality and integrity, which 
formed the basis of tne noble manhood 


In the second quarter we have the 


young man who gave himself to the toil 
and hardships of the farm. In his strug 
glee in all these years we find something 
to stimulate us to like efforts and hole 
up as an example to our own boys. From 
the farm .to the merchant's store, where 
we still find him practicing industry, 
honesty, integrity, and above all fru 
gality. 


In the third quarter the lights begin 


to grow brighter. 
We find him chosen 


to represent his fellow men in the coun 
cils of a great state. He betrayed no 
friend, was recreant to no trust. He 
filled his place, did his work and merited 
the just reward of his constituents and 
the approval of his own conscience. 


In the fourth quarter the lights again 


begin to change. 
He began to feel that 


he had implanted the seeds of disease 
and went to the specialists. He sale 
nothing for three years, as we all seek to 
hide such things. Two years ago, when 
his serious condition became more ap 
parent, he felt he was indeed in his last 
quarter, and the lights were different. ] 
have in my pocket a letter from a prom- 
nant business man in Chicago who wit- 
nessed his simple confession of faith 
He wanted to send for me, but at the 
last he sent for others and was baptized. 


The three cardinal virtues that make 


a Christian are faith, hope and love 
Did he not possess them? He had faith 
in God and his fellow men. He had hope 
in his future salvation. He had love 
It takes peculiar conditions to bring 'ail 
things to perfection—to bring forth the 
chicken from the egg, the flower from 
the bud, the tree in its full glory. In 
his life, the conditions being favorable, 
there was the bursting forth of thai 
great love which was in his heart for 
those dear to him and all things near 
him. 


Now do not say I hid the fact that he 


was mortal, and that he had some of the 
weakness and frailties which are insep- 
arable from the human race. But the 
great mantle of God's love is now thrown 
over all and the spirit, mounting on 
wings of faith goes back to the God 
which gave it.

THE POSTAL NUISANCE. 


A Post Office Inspector Hakes an. 


Examination—The Work 


of Idiots. 


The scheme of the friends of Edna 


Kane and Mattie Gorman, of Kaneville, 
111., in instituting a chain of letter seek- 
ing cancelled postage stamps for tho 
benefit of the latter, a cripple, haa re- 
sulted in an investigation by the post 
office inspector, and the report has been 
forwarded to Postmaster-General Bissell. 
The scheme has caused great annoyance 
to the postal service, aggravated by a 
new chain inaugurated at El Paso, 
Texas, in a mock expression of sympa- 
thy for the postmaster, whose office is 
flooded with mail as the result. The 
number of cancealed stamps found in 
the room of the beneficiary of tho system 
is estimated at 15,000,000 and the report 
says that farmers' boys, supplied with 
sacks, carried off many of the letters. 
The mails not only comprised letters, 
but boxes and bundles carrying between 
1,000 and 10,000 cancelled stamps. "There 
are enough idiots throughout the coun- 
try," says the inspector, "to swamp the 
office with stamps and letters, driving 
the postmaster to the insane asylum. 
The present situation is ridiculous for 
all concerned, and will likely end in a 
grand bonfire of the 15,000,000 stamps al- 
ready received. 


"The scheme,'' he concludes, "has de- 


moralized the office and the good of the 
service demands immediate relief. "The 
issue of an order prohibiting the use 
of the mails is recommended, but there- 
port has not yet been acted on.

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STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


A Thunderbolt Strips a Miner of 


His Clothe a 


en Els Sboe* Are Poslcd OS 5;y tba

This man, says the New York World, 


is not a Lexow witness after au inter- 
view with the polioe. Ho was not in a 
railroad accident, nor did he fall from 
a balloon. Yon might suppose, witn 
his trousers torn to shreds, his shoes 
ripped, his coat and shirt in tatters 
and walking with a crutch, that he 
had tried to jump upon a Broadway car 
and been "saved" by a patent net, or 
that he had sought to elbow his way 
through an elevated car at 5:30 in the 
evening. 


He has 'done none of these things. 


He has simply been struck by light- 
ning. 


His name is Charles B. Hoffman and 


he lives at Butte, Mont. He was stand- 
ing1 at the mouth of a mine when the 
lightning struck him. The thunder- 
bolt, he thinks, first struck the straw 
hat he was wearing, and it tore a hula 
in the hat and cut part of the rim. 


Then it tore his clothing into shreds 


and left him naked. Both his overalls 
and the shirt he was wearing pre- 
sented the appearance of having passed 
through a sausage mill. 
Hoffman 


sends his picture to the Sunday World, 
showing his condition after the acci- 
dent. 


"I would like," he writes, "for some 


one to explain to me why I was not 
killed instantly." 


He has been asking this question 


ever since the accident happened, but 
thus far has not received a satisfactory 
answer. Nobody ca,n tell him why he 
was not killed by the lightning. The 
bolt, he says, after passing through 
his hat, struck him on the shoulder 
and ran the full length of his body, 
burning the skin to a crisp on the sides 
and legs. It also cut his left foot on 
the side and bottom, breaking the 
bones of the fool. 


"My clothes were torn to pieces and 


thrown from my body," says Mr. Hoff- 
man, 
"and my shoes were torn from 


both feet." 


He became unconscious as soon as he 


was struck by the lightning and did 
not revive for an hour aud a half. 
When he regained his senses Huffman

was in great pain and he was confined 
to the hospital for nine weeks. 


When Hoffman's clothing was exam- 


ined after the accident it was seen that 
in many places the lightning had cut 
the cloth as neatly as if it had been 
done with a razor. Some of the cuts 
were long and straight. 


The lightning took his clothes off 


quicker than he could have undressed 
himself, and it threw them on a pile on 
one side of the track, with his shoes 
carefully deposited beside the pile. The 
clothes seemed to have been neatly 
folded until they were examined and 
found to be a pile of rags. 


Hoffman's "pants" had been yanked 


off him without the formality of pulling 
them over his feet. This seemingly 
impossible task was accomplished by 
the lightning first cutting each leg 
open, and then it appeared to have 
taken them by the seat and dropped 
them on the coat, and to finish the job 
by depositing Mr. Hoffman's straw hat 
on top of all. 


After it got through with Hoffman 


this remarkable streak of lightning 
ran along a metal track into the Glen- 
gary mine, at the month of which he 
had been working, ran to the end of 
the shaft, which is 400 feet below the 
surface of the ground, and then it 
ran along a "cross cut" 200 feet, where 
it branched off and for sixty feet fol- 
lowed a "winze." 


There were several men at work at 


this 'point, and all were more or less 
stunned. The bolt, of lightning went 
Into the earth when it reached the end 
of -the "winze." 
Hoffman 
is now 


known in Butte as "the human light- 
ning-rod."

Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle 


Makes Certain Suggestions 


TO AHEHD THE PRESENT TARIFF LAW, 


Which are Designed to Make More 


Clear the Intention of Congress 


•ad to Lessen the Chances 


of Litigation. 


VABHISOTOH; Feb. 28.—Secretary 


Carlisle yesterday sent to Chairman 
Voorhees of the senate finance com- 
mittee "certain suggestions for amend- 
ments to the present tariff law," which 
are designed to make more clear the 
inU ntion of congress and to lessen the 
chances of litigation, by removing tlie 
ambiguity now existing in the para- 
graphs referred to hereafter. 
The 


changes recommended are as follows: 


In paragraph 44, relating to var- 


nishes, after the word "spirit," remove 
the comma, so it will read "and on 
apirit varnishes for the alcohol con- 
tained therein," etc. 


Paragraph 48 to read: "All other 


paints, colors and pigments, whether 
dry or mixed, or ground in water or 
oil, or other solutions, including cray- 
ons and frostings, and not specifically 
provided for in this act, and all artists' 
colors in tubes, 25 per cent, ad va- 
lorem." It now reads "including all 
colors in tubes, lakes," etc. 


Paragraph 70, bricks, the word vitri- 


fied is added so as to include glazed, 
enameled, vitrified, ornamented or 
decorated bricks, dutiable at 30 per 
cam. 


Paragraph 88 is changed so as to 


read: Green and colored, molded or 
pret sed or flint and 1 ime glass bottles, 
vial % demijohns and carboys (covered 
or uncovered), and other molded or 
pre'sed green and coloiod and flint or 
lime glassware, not specially pro- 
vkiixl for in this act, holding more 
than one pint, three-fourths of one 
cenl per pound; holding not more than 
one pint, and not less than one quarter 
of a pint, one and one-eighth cents per 
pound; if holding less than one-fourth 
of a pint, 40 cents per gross.; and other 
plain green and colored, molded or 
pressed, and flint and lime bottle glass- 
ware, 40 per cent, ad valorem.

Tided, that if any of the articles named 
in tiiis paragraph shall be imported 
filled, the same shall pay duty, in addi- 
tion to any duty chargeable upon tha 
contents as if not filled, unless other- 
wise specially provided for in this act. 


To paragraph 93, "spectacles, eye- 


glasses, goggles, opera glasses and

Paragraph 124, in regard to wire, af- 


ter the words "sheet steel in strips" is 
added, the clause "made from wire or 
wire rods smaller than No. e wire 
guape." 


Paragraph 248 to read "ginger alo 


or ginger beer, 20 per cent, ad va- 
lorem"—the clause "but no separate or 
additional duty shall be assessed on 
the liottles" being stricken out. 


Paragraph 
266 to read "hemp, 


hack led or dressed in any manner, 1 
cent per pound"—instead of "hemp, 
hackled, known as 'dressed Hue,' I 
cent per pound." 


Paragraph 368, which reads: "Cables, 


«ord.ige and twine (except binding 
twine), composed in whole or in part 
of Now Zealand hemp," etc., the words 
"in whole or in part" are stricken out. 


Paragraph 276, relating to laces, 


•edgings, embroideries, etc , at 50 per 
cent , "embroidered wearing apparel 
and fextile fabrics" is inserted.

REVOLUTJON IN CUBA. 


Apor.hennlomnr an Outbreak Increasing 


—Trouble Aeportad form Galntailama. 
HAVANA, Feb. 26.—The apprehen- 


sions of a revolution are increasing. 
The governor-general has put in effect 
the public-order law throughout the 
island. This law provides for the im- 
mediate punishment of anybody taken 
in a seditious act. Some twenty-four 
men have defied the authorities and 
called for rebel recruits at Ybarra, 
near Matanzas, and trouble is reported 
also from Guintanamo. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 28.—Harry 


Hay ward, the defendant in the Ging 
murder trial, continued his testimony 
yesterday in his own behalf. His nar- 
rative was resumed at the point where 
he returned to the Ozark after the 
theater and heard the news of Miss 
Ging's death. 


"I thought of all our relations," he 


said, "and how I had lent her money. 
I remembered she had often asked 
me to lend her my revolver^ and 
as I thought the matter over I be- 
came convinced that she had been 
murdered. I don't know what I said 
to the people there or at the police sta- 
tion. But I was very much excited. I 
told the officers that she had a blue 
dress skirt on and not a black one, be- 
cause I knew it must be so. There are 
about sixty days in October and No- 
vember. During those sixty days I 
had seen her ninety times, and I am 
sure that out of the ninety times there 
were eighty-seven when she had on a 
shirt waist and a blue skirt. That was 
why I spoke as I did." 


The witness described his experience 


In the "sweat-box," and told how he 
•was taken to the morgue and shown 
the dead body, with everybody watch- 
ing him. He did not know what he 
did, but said he felt very bad, and he 
knew everyone there thought him 
guilty. He went to Miss Ireland and 
offered to do anything about the fu- 
neral he could. 
He ordered some 


roses from a florist and attended the 
funeral. On Thursday he and Adry 
were arrested and put into a cell to- 
gether. Adry seemed very down in 
the mouth, and Harry said to him: 
"We're not guilty. What's the use of 
feeling this way?" 


But Adry was dispirited, and finally 


Harry had said: "Adry, what is this'? 
You held her up once. Did you have 
anything to do with this?" 


Adry was silent and refused to talk 


any more. After that there was no 
further conversation between them. 


This evidence caused a flutter of ex- 


citement. 
It brought in the story 


which on Thursday had been ruled 
out by the court to the effect that 
Adry was the masked highwayman 
who last April had held up and robbed 
Harry, Miss Ging and Miss Vedder 
while they were out riding. 


Late last evening Harry Hayward 


was turned over to County Attorney 
Nye for cross-examination. Nothing 
of importance was elicited, although 
he was questioned regarding his gam- 
bling and the loans made to Miss Ging. 
Hayward confirmed the main part of 
the testimony given by Mrs. Goodale, 
the clairvovant, but denied that he 
had ever ti ied to bribe her into g-iving 
Miss Ging pointers to suit his own pur- 
pose. He said the first interview he 
had with Mrs. Goodale was right after 
the hold-up. She had told him about 
it all right, but she missed the persons 
in it. Harry had seen a thousand for- 
tune tellers. He did not take much 
stock in them but he always believed 
in giving superstition the benefit of 
the doubt. 


Mr. Erwin at last managed to get in 


tlie evidence in connection with the 
alleged hold-up on the road near the 
lakes, where Harry states that Adry 
held him up while he wa-- driving with 
Miss Ging and Miss Vedder. 


Mr. Nye spoke up when the question 


was asked, and stated that he had no 
objection to that evidence going in, if 
the state would be allowed to show its 
side of the case. He wanted to be 
allowed to show that it was Harry 
himself who had planned that whole 
affair. 


In a moment Mr. Erwin was dra- 


matic, and stated in ringing tones that 
he wanted it all sifted to the bottom.

harmony from discord. 


THERE are forty-eight different ma- 


terials used in constractinfr a piano, 
from no fewer than sixteen different 
countries, employing forty-five differ- 
ent hands. 


HANDEL'S "Messiah" was recently 


performed at Buenos Ayres, for the first 
time in South America, with a chorus 
of 800 and an orchestra of 50 perform- 
ers. Special trains were run, the house 
was sold out an hour and a half after 
the opening of the box office and the 
proceeds were 87,500. 


A COLLECTION of 8.47S operas was re- 


cently presented to the Academia di 
Santa Cecelia at Rome; the collection 
goes back to the beginnings of stage 
music.

The committee of twenty-five selected 


by the committe of five appointed by the 
board of managers of the Municipal Re 
form Club for that purpose, met last 
night at J. G. Starr & Son Harness 
Co.'a wholesale house and picked #ut a 
Municipal third party ticket for the 
coming Municipal campaign.

It also remains 
to be seen whether the people who have 
been ignored entirely—because those 
who have the matter in hand were 
afraid to trust them—when they come 
to exercise their constitutional right to 
vote, a right no self-constituted com 
mittee can deny them, namely, their 
right to. vote in the selection of their 
officials, will endorse this deal at the 
polls.
